Must Shovel Snow ol'l

Thore are a foew ordinances on the
statute-book of this borough that those
who are in suthority do not enforee
striotly, but the ordinance relating to
keoping the sidewalks free from the ac-
cumulation of foe and snow, will be
strietly enforecd. The ordinance al-
lows the owners of property twenty-
four hours after a fall of snow to got
thelr sidewalks cleaned, Twenty-four
hours after the big snow storm on the
27th ult., the Burgess and street Com-
missloner were out with a crew of men
cleaning neglected sidowalks. Twonty
per cent, s added by the borough for
the cost of removing the snow. Be-
sides this the persons who neglect or
refuse to clean their sidewslks within
the specified time are liable to a fine of
not less than one nor more than five
dollars. What a bleasing it would be if
the Burgess would enforce all the
ordinances.

THE WOLF AT THE DOOR,

About Five Hundred Men Thrown Out
of Employment.

On the last day of 1804 the Boll, Lowis
& Yate 2 M. Co, shut down the Sprague
and Hamilton mines indefinitoly. This
threw about five hundred men out of
employment, many of whom have boen
struggling for some months to keep the
gaunt woll of want lfom thelr homos, ns
their wages have averagod  bavely
enough to keep soul and body together,
Many u miner's ohild in this section has
shivered from the cold beeause the pare
ont eould not buy suMelont olothes to
keep them warm,  In the midst of this
deplovable and pitiable condition of af-
falrs the compuny have shut off the
bread and butter from many familics by
elowing the two mines above mentioned,
The company ¢laims that they are com-
pelled to do this because of laok of or-
ders for coal. The mon, however, are
of the opinion that there is gome other
renson for this actlon on the part of the
company, and that itis w strike a denth
blow, il possible, to the miner's organiz-
ation in this section. If the miners bo
right In thelr views of the mattor, hard
hearted and cruel, indeed, are the men
who compose n company that would
canso &0 muoh sullfering among women
and children that the company may keop
their employees under thelr thumbh,

On Friday notices were posted in
town that there would be a meeting of
the miners in Contennial hall at 9.00 A,
M. SBaturdny and the business men wero
invited to attond the mesting and dis-
cuss the mining situntion with the min-
ers. When time for opening the meet-
ing aveived the hall wos pneked.  Only
five or six business mon attended the
meoting. After the meeting had boen
in progreoss sometime o business mnn
was callod upon to give his views of the
ense. The gentloman wdd  ho wonld
ke to hear o statomont from the com-
pany. A commitieo was appointed to
go to the company offloe and Invite
Mussrs. Elllott and Bell to come into
the meeting, The gentlemen did not
attend.  Mre. Elliott told the commitice
that the mines were shut down boonuse
the compuny had no ordors, and that
was all there was about it. He also said
that the business men should attend to
their own business and ho would attend
to his. The committee mentloned to
Mr. Elliott. that the men wern under
the Impression that the company was
hiving the new Ttallans and Polanders,
that arvived In Reynoldsville by the
doxens Inst week, and were putting
them into Big Soldier In  preference to
the English speaking men who were
thrown out of work by shutting the
Hamilton and Sprague. Mr. Elliott, de-
nied the roport and branded It as a lie,
but did scknowledge that the new in-
volee of Ttalinns gathered around tho
mine for work, and that twoor three
nctually slipped in and went to work
without checks.

A Polander who came from Brookport
mines got up nnd said that word had
been sent to that place that all the Iali-
ans and Polanders that wanted work
ocould got it at Reynoldsville, and that
he, for one, had come for work but when
he found bow It was here he did not want
to work here, but that ho knew of eloven
Itallan families that had just moved in-
to what is called Snydertown that were
going to work for B,, L. & Y, C. M. Co.
Other mon stated In the meeting that
they know for & positive fact that Ital-
ians had been hired to work in Big Sold-
ler since the first of the New Year.

The miners of this place never held a
meeting before that there was such
manifestations of indignation shown as
was shown at the meeting Saturday, It
is the thoughts of the sufforings of their
families and that the company is play-
ing them falso that exasperates the min-
ers, The miners were in session al-
most all day Saturday and finally decid-
od that the Big Soldier would suspend
for a time to see what could be done, se
there were only about two hundred piek
men working in Big Soldler. These
mon, although making a paliry sum to
support their families, offered to divide
thelr work with the men thrown out of
work untll the company's business weald
justify them in working all the mines
again, but this Mr. Elliott refused to
do. The men are all idle now, evea the
“Yron men."
